A Reminiscence of a Somewhat 


Celebrated Famiuly. 


}From the New Orleans Times | 

The following obituary appeared in 
last Friday’s city papers: 

‘“Bowie—On Thursday, the 2th, at 6 
a.m, at the residence of Eugene Soniat 
in this city, Mr3. Margaret Frances 
Neville, relict of the late Col. Rezin P. 
Bowie, aged 85 years.” 

The venerable deceased was the widow 
of that renowned fighter Nezin Bowie, 
the brother of the famous James Bowie, 
whose name was bestowed upon that 
fearful instrument known asthe Bowie 
knife. 

in a few months the widow wouid 
have survived her husband a half cea 
tury. After numerable bloody combats, 
James Bowie fellat the Alamo in the 
Texas war of 1836,-with his Bowie knife 
clinched in his right hand, and with the 
gory victims of liis valor and his prowess 
strewed around him. He fell with 
Travis, Crockett and others at the head 
of asmall body of Texans who defen- 
ded that fort against the whole force of 
Santa Anna’s army. The others of 
the slain defended themselves with guns 
and pistols. Bowie, however, pre- 
ferred his favorite and trusty knife, and it 
was said that a dozen slaughtered Mexi- 
cans attested its cilicieney. Rezin Bowie 
was, as well as his brother, a representa- 
tive man of his era. Intelligent and gen 
erous, and even welleducated, his whole 
life had been passed in the valley of the 
Mississippi, where men engaged in the 
active pursuits were compelled to rely 
upon personal courage and prowess, to 
maintain their rights and secure the re- 
spect and confidence of the masses The 
Bowie were regarded in that day as the 
chief of the men who relied 
upon these qualities. They were 
utterly insensible to fear that 
though always fighting to the death, 
they were not usually aggressive, but 
generally managed to place them:elves in 
defensive attitudes in all their quarrels. 
They were generous and faithful in their 
friendships and kind and liberal in their 
natures. The invention of the bowie- 
knife, and itsadoption, in personal com- 
bats was justified by them on the ground 
that it made combats more terrible and 
decisive, and thereby prevented the fre- 
quency of duels and other less decisive 
modes of settling personal quarrels. 

There are many stories illustrative of 
Rezin Bowie's desperate courage. Of in- 
cidents which occurred in this city, we 
have not space for them. Some old 
chronicler would confer a favor of giving 
Us his reminiscences of this redoubtable 
warrior. 

His relict, the venerable lady whose 
death occurred last week through jer 
long and peaceful widowhood clung to 
his early love and memory, with a tena- 
city and warmth of affection which were 
the highest proofs that Rezin P. Bowie 
was a man of heart, and of those quali- 
lies that never fail to inspire a true wom-

Ever since I gave the Pimes 
the writing which Jesse hid in jail, they 
have refused to let me see him, and [ 
suppose I shall never see him again 
alive. If 1 say anything now I don’t 
know whatthey may do to him. I am 
afraid to speak, and that is the honest 
truth.” 

She finally consevted, however, to 
write a statement, the gist of which is 
contained in the following extracts: 

Jesse was fifteen the 29th day of last 
November. At the time he committed 
his first crimes at Chelsea, if he did com- 
mit them, he was not more than twelve 
years of age. I remember well his being 
arrested. fhe policeman came to the 
house from Station VI, and told me what 
he was arrested for. 1 was thunder- 
struck. Jesse had always been a kind, 
affectionate boy; good to me and to his 
brother. Jesse was brought up and the 
charges read over to him. He looked 
bewildered, and when the officer got to 
end of each charge he said, ‘‘ Yes, sir;” 
the judge would say to him, ‘‘You must 
siy guilty, if you are guilty,” and Jesse 
would answer, ‘‘Yes sir, guilty.” He 
did not seem to me to be listening to the 
charges, nor to understand what he was 
doing. did not believe then that he 
was guilty of these deeds, and I don’t 
now. Itisall like a dream to me. I 
suppose it is no tie of talking about it 
now, but my belief is that if $500 had 
not been paid for his conviction, my boy 
never would have gone to the Reform 
School at all. 

After he came home again, all went 


when they arrested him again for the 
murder of the little Millen boy. During 
all that time that he was at home I never 
noticed anything strange about him. He 
was a good, kind ‘oyto me and to his 
brother. I mever saw a single cruel act 
in him. It was very strange to me that 
he should be guilty of such terrible cru- 
elty and me neyer see him do anything 
but kind aad good things at home. Of 
course he had his faults, and I don’t say 
he was perfect any more than other boys, 
but his disposition was always, as far as 
I know, kind and gentle, and I think a 
mother sees as much of her own boy as 
any one. However, he was arrested. 
Somebody started the cry, “If the Pom- 
eroy boy 1s loose he did it,” and after 
they got him they started a cry again, 
and said, ‘‘And he killed the Curr: 
girl, too-” Ident; 4 can’t believe it. 
Ir'stoo awful. [ wishI could think he 
did those terr:ble things, for then, God 
knows, I should feel more satisfied to 
see him where he 1s. 

Mrs. Pomeroy complaits of being tre it- 
ed with great cruelty by the police of 
station VI, when she was arrested after 
the body of Katie Curran was found, 
and says of the “‘birth-mark” stonies : 
To my knowledge, Jessie bas no birth 
mark whatever. His father never wasa 
butcher, and, therefore, [could not have 
watched him kill beasts. At the time 
Jesse was born, his fa'her was working 
at the navy yard. ‘Tce only thing he 
ever had to do with meat ia his life was 
carrying beef from wazoas on his shoul- 
ders into Faneuil Hall Market. Idon’t 
believe he ever killed an animal in his 
life. During the period of my pregnancy 
with Jesse I was, I think, more secluded 
than two-thirds of the women of Boston. 
There were times when I did not go out 
of my house for two months. The 
whole story about pre-natal influences 
on Jesse was 4 malicious slander. 
After I was free they did not allow 
me to visit Jesse for five weeks. I don’t 
know why; I on'y know that I was 
denied seeing him, though he was 
not yet tried. That made, altogether, 
ten weeks that I did not even see him. 
I believein that time they turped his 
reason so that he would have confessed 
anything. After he was convicted, I 
was allowed to see him as before, three 
times a week, and I always carried him 
some fruit, or whatever 1 could afford. 
I also had the privilege of taking his 
washing and doing it for him. was 
never isareat in his cel), but always had 
to talk to him through the bars, with an 
officer standing at my side to hear every- 
thing we said. [also used to carry him 
reading matter, but at last they forbid 
me doing that. I never took anything 
away from there without the officer see- 
ing it, ifthey had a mind to. When 
I was set at liberty, Sheriff Clark 
said to me, “I don’t want the pub- 
lic to know I have had anything to do 
with this. I have interceded for 
you to get you out of here.” and, he said 
‘‘They had no just right to keep you here 
confined. If were you,” he said, ‘‘I 
wouldn’t go back to South Boston.” I 
said I would go back there for I had 
done notbing to be driven away from my 
house. He said he didn’t believe I ever 
knew anything about it, but as I had 
some friends in Chelsea, I had better go 
there. However, [| went back to South 
Boston. I asked him then to let me see 
Jesse, and he refused. I was treated 
with respect by the offcers at the jail 
until I published what Jesse had writ- 
ten about his life. Since then I have 
been refused seeing Jesse.

A MECHANICAL TRIUMPH. 
Moving a Lotty Fourteen-inch Wall 
Without Disturbing a Brick. 


From the New York Sun. 
A careful survey that was recently 
made showed that the west wall of the 
brick building, 114 west Twenty-tourth 
street, encroached eighteen inches upon 
the neighboring lot. The owner of the 
lot needed more room, and. therefore 
bade Mr. Mott, the owner of the en- 
croaching building, remove his wall, The 
wall is sixty-five feet in length, and of an 
average thickness of fourteen inches, 
and the ordioar method of 
tearmg down and building a new 
wall would have entailed heavy 
expenses 9nd muchtime. The building 
was being used asa livery stable, and 
Mr. Mott was unwilling to vacate the 
premises for so long atimeashe was 
told would be necessary, The builders 
whom he consulted—Weeks & Brothers 
—urged him, however, to allow them to 
attempt to move the wall bodily, and 
with ais consent they finished the under- 
taking yesterday morning. They had 
previously severed the connection of 
the west wall - with the north 
and south walls, and had taken from 
the last two about two feet of 
brick and mortar. They had also sawed 
off from the floor timbers lengths of 
eighteen inches, and had sharpened the 
new ends of the timbers, so that they 
might fit into the old beam holes on the 
moving up of the wall. Then at a height 
of about four feet above the foundation 
stones, Mr. Weeks had pierced the wall 


ineach hole so made a double set of 
heavy needle beams, The lower beam 
of each set had been firmly imbedded in 
earthwork, and the upper beam, upon 
which the weight of the building was to 
rest, was much shorter than the lower, 
but otherwise it corresponded in size; 
and the two lay with their vertical faces 
in the same plane. The horizontal faces 
which were brought in contact were 
planed smooth and greased. Then the 
brick work supporting the wall bad been 
taken away, and the weight of the whole 
structure rested on the needle-beams. 

Yesterday morning at half-past five 
o'clock, large screwjacks were ed to 
the upper sidesof the lower beams, 
which, as has been said, were much 
longer than the upper beams, so that the 
end of each screw presses against the 
end of an upper beam in such a way that

The earnings repre- 
sented by thesc enormous averages Come 
out of the people. And itis plain that 
the people, who are oppressed by hard 
times and heavy taxes, will not bear this 
burden forever without inquiring into the 


Tewson of it, and demanding to know 


what service these moneyed institutions 
render in return for their -privileges. 
their own vast earnings from the commu- 
nity represents but apart of the public 
loss. ‘They loan their money to specula- 
tions of all kinds. They inflate prices. 
They add a fictitious value to deceptive 
stocks. They derange the natural circu- 
lations of the country by contributing ar- 
tificial stimulants at one timeand then 
witbholding them when they are needed 
most, thus leading to frequent failures and 
business panics. 
The national bank system is an unnec- 
essary and an unnatural clement intro- 
duced into the finances of the country, 
which must sooner or later be got rid of. 
And everywhere people are inquiring in- 
to the use of, and noticing the evils that 
grow out of it, and every year there isa 
stronger disposition to throw it off alto- 
gether. The old Jackson war on the 
national bank, which had become a 
mcnopoly and was corrupt, is still re- 
membered, and could be revived with 
more than its original popularity. Mon- 
opoly is against the idea and genius of 
our institutions. If we are tv have & 
paper currency at all, itis everywhere 
felt that the government should issue it 
and have all the profit to be derived 
rom it. 
@§The greenback has been called the best 
paper currency in the world, and people 
ask why a nation like this should have 
two kinds of currency when one will suf- 
fice and is better than the two. This 
sentiment isincreasing. ‘The democratic 
movement in Ohio may fail, but back of 
it there isa powerful discontent aud a 
feeling, stronger than many of our 
politicians seem aware of, that the 
present national bank system is an ele- 
ment of confusion in our finances and a 
burden and drag on the enterprise and 
industry of the country.

AsOihers See Us.

Mr. Charles Nordhoff, correspondent 
of the New York Herald, gives his views 
at length on the condition of Georgia. 
He does not scem to think much of our 
agricultural status. He states that our 
lands are worn out, and our people less 
intelligent and lessable to manage their 
own affairs than the same class in Ala- 
bama, Louisiana and Mississippi. The 
reflections and conclusions of Mr. Nord- 
hoff will not be confirmed by a full and 
impartial investigation and comparison 
of the condition of Georgia with 
that of any other southern 
state. We do not pretend 
to compare the old lands of Georgia with 
the rich alluvial Jands of the Mississippi; 
but we submit that we have managed 
our affairs generally as well as the peo- 
pie of the states named in his article. 

It is inexcusable ignorance on the part 
of Mr. Nordhoff to compare the condi- 
tion of the farmers of Louisiana, Mis- 
sssippi and Alabama with the same 
class in Georgia when it isa fact patent 
to every man of the most ordinary intel- 
ligence that Georgia is prosperous in 
comparison with either of the states 
named, whose people are to-day scarcc- 
ly able to stagger under their oppressive 
burdens, the result of infamous govern- 
ment. Intwo yearsthere has been an 
increase of over $50,000,000 in the value 
of#eal and personal property in this 
state, asshown by tne reports of the 
comptroller-general, while in the states 
named by Mr. Nordboff there has been 
no such improvement. As every other 
interest depends upon the agricultural, 
this increase in the value of op eed is 
primarily due to the success of the plant 
ing interest since the war. In Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana the reconstruc. 
tion acts, the mongrel state governments 
and the military espionage and despotism 
of the federal government have depress- 
ed and outraged the people, demoralized 
their labor system, and in a great measure 
destroyed the agricultural interests of the 
people in those siates. 

We have no data to guide, but 
there has been a general decrease in the 
value of all species of property in the 
states named, while in Georgia there has 
been an increase. Our state has been 
particularly favored in getting rid of 
mongrel government, the like of which 
still oppresscs Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi. Whatever prosperity our people 
enjoy at this time, they are indebted for 
it to good local government. 

In putting the emigration from this 
state since the war at 50,000, Mr. Nord- 


is faulty his imagination is not. The 
people who emigrate to the southwest 
do not’find there a land flowing with 
milk and honey, and they return home 
to old Georgia sadder but wiser men. 

Our manufacturing interests are pre- 
sented asin a flourishing condition. The 
homestead and lien law come in under 
the head of bad law. The former is put 
down at $3,000 in gold and $1,000 per- 
sonal property, while the constitution 
fixes it at $3,000—realty to the value of 
$2,000 in specie and personal property to 
the value of $1,000 in specie. 

Mr. Nordhoff has not presented our iz- 
dustrial conditién in a promising light. 
It is true that we are not rich, but his 
picture of our condition as a people is 
calculated to do us injustice in invitin 
comparisons that are unfavorable, and, 
we think, untruthful, notwithstanding 
the array of figures which he introduces 
to sustain his position. We do not be- 
lieve that this reerery intended to do 
us injustice, Whether intentionally or 
not, his article has done it; but we pre- 
sume the people of Georgia will survive 
his invidious comparisons and_ unwar- 
ranted conclusions.

A Benapartist Demonstration. 


Paris, September 9.—A Bonapartist 
banquet was held at Evreux on Sunday 
last, at which a letter was read from 
Admiral Baron de la Ronceire le Maury, 
commander of the French Mediterranea n 
squadron. His letter was afterwards 
published in the Courier de L’Eure, and 
has created great excitement and violent 
comment among all supporters of the 
constitution. ‘I'he admiral dates his let- 
teron board the Magenta, September 2, 
and expresses his regret at his inability 
to be present at the banquet, and says 
his constant desire to associate himself 
with every manifestation looking to the 
union of the conservative party. He 
says he is a covseryative. ‘‘In my eyes 
whatever faction to which he may belong 
he repudiatesthe doctrine of the in- 
surrectionists of the fourth of September, 
and of their sectaries.” 
This passage and the following are bit- 
terly attacked by the republicans and the 
Orlean‘st journals. ‘‘I shallnot cease to 
bethe devoted servant of the govern- 
ment of Marshal MacMahen so long as 
he shall not be borne outside of consery- 
ative paths, in which to-day he is con- 
centrating his most ardent efforts, but I 
assert that when the movement comes 
France should become free tochoose and 
thus once more take ber place among 
the European heirarchy, which is denied 
her by her present form of government.” 
Yesterday when he first learned of the 
ublicatton of this letter Marshal Mac 
ahon called a council of ministers to- 
take cognizance of the matter, and the 
minister of the marine, who was absent 
from Paris, was summoned to return to 
participate in this council. The Jour- 
nal official of this morning, publishes a 
decree appointing Admiral Rose, com- 
mander of the Mediterranean squadron, 
vice Ronceire Le Maury without com- 
ment. 

The Eric Convention. 
Exig, Pa., September 9.—The plat- 
form committee stand 25 to 24 on the car- 
rency resolutions, which are as follows:

That ths policy, already initiated by 
the republican party of abolishing legal 
tenders and giving the national banks 
the power of fernishing the currency, 
will increuse the power of an already 
dangerous monopoly and enormous bur 
dens now Oppregsing the people, with- 
out , compen advantages, and 
that ail the nat bank  circulatign be 
pefmatiently d, and full legal? ten- 
der be issued in#heir pluce; and that the 
public interest demand that the govern- 
ment shculd cease to discredit its own 
money, and should make its legal tender 
receivable for aH duties, except where 
respect for obligation of contract re- 
quires payment in coin. The extinction 
of the present national banks and the 
establishment in their stead of asystem of 
free banks of discount and deposits, un- 
der such regulations as the states respec- 
tively may prescribe, and no paper 
money, except suchas may be issued 
directly by, and upon the faith of the 
federal government, affording practical- 
ly amoneydased upon gold and silver 
and other-propesty of the whole people 
of the country. Persistent efforts are 
being made to commit the convention to 
a more positive inflation resolution. At 
one o’clock the convention adjourned 
until 8 p. m. 

Erik, Sepiember9.—A platform was 
agreed upon in committee ata late hour 
last night, but was adoptedjby a majority 
of one, The currency plank so distasteful 
to the Titinority that tuey threatened to 
bring in a separate report, and have the 
difference settled inopen convention.

This eminent mechanician died at his 
residence at Old Paignton, near Torquay, 
England on the 23d day of July, 1875, in 
the sixty-fourth year ef his age.

The subject of this notice was so for- 
tunate as to achieve, in both respects, a 
grand success. lis name and reputa.- 
tion will be perpetuated by a great man- 
ufacturing corporation, whose beneficial 
operations extend over the whole civili-- 
zed world, and he died in the possession 
and enjoyment of a colossal fortune. 
His father was a German, a mill-wright 
by trade; his mother a native of Rens-- 
selaer county, New York, where the fu.
